JURTICE AND GEOGRAPHY.

Although the new Judicial division
bill passed by congress leaves Nobraska
intact as & slngle Judicial distriet, an
attempt ls being made to subordinate
the selectlon of the additional Judge o
the old North Platie and Bouth Platte
line of politleal geography, by which
Nebraska has been divided in the past.
With due apologles to the Nebratka
delegation In congress, which Is re-
ported as unanimously conceding the
second judge to the Soush Platte terri-
tory, The Bee ls thoroughly convinced
that there is no good reason whatever
for dragging the geographical Iline
across the bench. :

Is there any good remson why &
lawyer otherwise qualified, residing In
Omaha, or in some other part of the
state north of the Platle, should not
aspire to the appointment to the newly
created judicial place? There are a
dozen lawyers at the Omaha bar, who,
when gauged by the test of legal edu-
cation, of professional ability and of
experlence In the federal courts are
superior to any of the candidates from
the Bouth Platte country who are urg-
ing thelr claims for preferment. The
present judge of the federal distriet
court for Nebraska was appointed
from Fremont and his predecessor
from Falls City and Omala, although
the most Important center of litigation
in the state has never had A judge
upon the federal bench. Why, then,
should the new judge be conceded to
the South Platte?

Presldent Roosevelt has shown a
pralseworthy independence in making
judiein]l appolntments since he has
occupied the executive chalr. He has
not allowed himself to be bound by
geography or polities, but has Insisted
upon judiclal qualification as the para-
mount consideration. There I8 no
good reason why he should be bound
by any tacit understanding among the
penators and representatives from Ne-
braska to use thia place' elther to re-
ward a political r¢tainer or to shut out
all real competition by the North and
South Platte fence. If it should be
found that the most aligible man for
judge happens to live In Omaha, he
should have the place irrespective of
the political map and regardless of the
trades between our congressmen and
senators.

HIS MASTER'S VUIOR.

Thoeodors P. Shonts, sometimes
chalrman of the Panama Canal com-
mission, but at all times a rallroad
man of the type that gladdens the
hearts of the Wall street magnates,
has jolned the group of rallroad presi-
dents flying danger signals and pre-
dicting all sorts of calamity it the
country does not at once cease its ef-
forts to secure freight regulation, re-
duction of passenger rates, the aboli-
tion of discriminating tariffs and other
reforms that interfere with the present
system of opeérating and manipulating
the transportation lines of the coun-
try. In a recent address before the
lowa club In New York Mr. 8Shonts
came out flatly as the champlon of
stock watering and stock jobbing in
rallroad securities and lssued &8 solemn
warning of peril to the prosperity of
the nation fn a continuance of legisla-
tive effort to secure reforms In trans-
portation matters, Supporting & con-
tention that the rallroads have made
the prosperity of the country possible,
Mr. SBhonts sald:

There I8 no doubt that in the bullding up
of these propertiea things have been done
which, though legally right, were morally
wrong: hut beeause they wers legnily right
and cannot be legally disturbed, what s the
use of exploiting them when no result can
be secured except to furnish muterial for
the charlatan and the demagogue and to
intensify class bitterness?

Credit must be given to Mr. Shonts
for being honest, at least, in his ad-
mission that the rallroad managers of
his type have kept an eye on the law,
even to the neglect of their morals, in
their stock-watering speculations. He
contends that, {pasmuch as rallroad
properties of the nation cannot be du-
plicated for the amount of money
their securities represent, “them, to a
large extent, there is no water in out-
standing stocka,” and he protests
sgsinst present holders of rallway se-
ourities being deprived of thelr prefer-
ential privileges “and placed on an
equal footlng with mere outsiders"
when it comes to the issue of new
gtock, or the expansion of old stock,
by the all-water route.

Having thought the matter all over,
Mr, Shonts has a rémedy for existing
evile. He would have had “eminent
financliers and captains of industry co-
operate with the president to bring
aboul better corporate practices.” In
sther words, he would have the men
who have amassed milllons by prac-
tieea which he admits were morally
wrong, though perhaps legally right,
now g0 to the president and discuss
with him me‘'hods for preventing
themselves from addlog other milllons
to thelr swollen fortunes. It would
be worth the price of admisslon to see
Mr. Harriman, Mr, Hill, Mr. Fish, Mr.
Ryan, Mr, Belmont, Mr. Baer and
other rallrond magnates golng up to
the White House and appeallng to
Presldent Roosevelt to ald them in
elaborating reformed =and purified
methods of corporate management,
Thelr efforts, heretofore, have all
been in the direction of warding off
legislation for that very purpose and
the public will be slow to belleve,
without some signs, that they are for-
saking thelr old ways.

Mr. S8hoats {8 not an lmpartial ob-
server, HMe sces everything from the
viewpoint of the rallway manager,
skilled in saillug between law and
morals and landing rich cargoes for
his corporate masters. He cannot rid
himself of the notlon that the country
Is golng to smash If the rallroads can-
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not have things all their own way as
they have in the past. He shuts his
eyes o Lhe fact tliat the disasters to
investors In rallways have been
brought about by reckless mismanage-
ment and high financlering at the ex-
penge of the small stockholder, When
Mr. Bhonta and his associales show a
disposition to pceept a little salutary
reguintion they will have no difficulty
in securing the support of the publie
and the confidence of the small inves-
tor, which they now assert has been
alienated by “drastic ralirond ruate agl-
tation.”™

THE MISSIONARY NOVEMENT.

Activity In the spread and propaga-
tion of the Christian religion and the
clvilization it stands for has been a
marked characteristic of the life of
the Initial years of the twentleth cen-
tury. Each of the denominations or
sects representing the falth of the
cross has extended its efforts and hae
exerted Its utmost energy in the work
of carrylng the gospel and the ethical
code It represents into the uttermost
corners of the earth. The zeal of thé
modern missionary Iz no whit less than
that of his predecessor who won mar-
tyrdom in ages gone, nor was the spirit
of support among the laymen ex-
hausted in Crusade or Reformation.

Omahe has just witnessed a church
convention remarkable In many ways.
Firat proposed as a councll, the Inter-
synodical gathering of the Presby-
terlans swept far beyond the scope of
a mere conference and became a mlill-
tant gathering, breathing a spirit of
determination. When a year or so
ago a milllon dollars was pledged by
the church for the work of forelgn
missions, it was thought that a great
step had been taken. The council at
Omaha pledged six milllons and fts
membera left for thelr homes lmbued
with an earnestness of purpose along
this line that almost Insures .ts suc-
cess.
The Presbyterian missionary is not
essentially a zealot, He is an educated
and trained speclalist, a teacher or a
doctor, and he I8 sent out to a deslg-
nated district for a specific purpose.
Aslde from being an apostle of the
Christian religion, he is an agent of
civilization, and devotes himself quite
as much to a correction of the ways of
living In a secular as in a religlous
sense among those to whom he Is sent.
In this regard the convention just
ended ls a significant episode In the
affairs of the worid, for it meaus more
Hght among the nations who sit In
darkness.

THE FORSE AND AUTO.

The census bureau having issued a
bulletin showing the marvelous growth
of the automobile manufacturing busi-
ness in this country in the last six
years and, Incidentally, reviving the
old slogan, “the horse must go,"” Sec-
retary Wison of the Department of
Agriculture meets the implled chal-
lenge with some data showing that the
automobile business of the natlon,
now amounting to $£6,000,000 an-
cually, would not buy bran or chopped
feed for the horses that have been ad-
ded to the American stables since the
automoblles began getting up steam.
The total production of automobiles
fn 19056 was 22,830, valued at $26.-
645,064, as agalnst 3,723 machines in
1900, valued at $4,748,011. In 19056
the automobile manufacturers oper-
ated 121 establlshments and gave em-
ployment (o 10,258 wage ecarners.
Becretary Wilson replies with a show-
ing that 1,700,000 horse vehicles were
manufactured in 1905, or about 700
of them for every sutomobile made in
Lhe country.

Secretary Wilson explains, in his
statement on the live stock wealth of
the nation, that "“the horse must go"
phrase originated with the advent of
the American rallroad, the farmers
belng told at that time that there
would soon be no further use for the
dray and freighting teams of the na-
tion and the horse would be used
merely for family driving and putter-
ing about the farm, finally become
gomething of & curlosity. Then came
the bicycle, which agaln marked the
doom of the horse, The electric trol-
Jey promised to make equine extinction
complete, but, I anything, were
needed to that consummation, It was
supplied with the advent of the auto-
moblle. Despite these predictions,
the horse s still here and very much
in evidence, his increase In per capita
and value, becoming greater every
year. At the close of 1908 there were
19,746,683 horses in the nation, val-
ued at $1.848.878,.412, or $83.51 per
head, an Increase of 5,000,000 horses
gince 1000, when the value per head
was $44.61. Coupled with this in-
ercased number and value of horees Ia
s demand which Is far In excess of the
supply. The ecayuse and the plug are

PASSING OF THE MILEMAID.

The assistant chief of the dailry
diviglon of the Department of Ag-
ricalture has been making a study
of the practical value of milking
machines with a result that knocks
the romance of the dairy higher than
Bossy ever kicked a pail from the grip
of a green hand at the business. The
assletant chlef, who happens to be C
B. Lane, it should be remembered, Is
en expert in the dalry business and
what he does not know about cows
and milkmalds |8 not included in the
pamphlet just issued by the depart-
ment under the title, “The Mlilking
Machine as a Factor in Dalrying.”

In this edifying and Instructive doc-
ument, attention is called to the fact
that 127 patents have been issued by
the government for milking ma-
ehlnea.’nr for parts thereof, and con-
cludes that, owing to the difficulty in
securing competent folks to do the
milking by hand, “great Interest.
therefore, centers around the milking
machine.,” We should rather guesa
ves, If there’'s any invention that 1s
designed, to  deprive - the  eldest
daughter of the family and thé hired
man from the joy of meeting In the
barnyard or the dalry, just as the sun
goes down, and joloing In the interest-
ing and sometimes complicated work
of Inducing the old brindle to “give
down,” the publie in general, and the
daughter and the hired man in partic-
ular, want to know about It.

Figuring it all down to a nicety Mr.
Lane shows, in his report, that many
American cows have had the experi-
ence of being addressed by machinery
and that the record shows a majorily
of thom to prefer that method to the
old hand system, He is extremely
frank, however, for a sclentist, and ad-
mits that there are some objections,
obstacles in fact, to the general adop-
tion of the milking machine. *Itis be-
lleved," says Mr. Lane, “that such
rapid mllking as that possible by the
use of a machine, will eventually have
a bad effect on the cow and after s
time she might object to the machlne
and refuge to give down her milk."

There's the crux of the whole situ-
ation—the milk in the ten-guart pall,
a8 it were. This admission that there
is a psychological slde to the cow fur-
nighes the slender thread upon which
the dairy mald must hang her hopes
against being put out of business
by the march of commmercialism. Itis s
recognition of the cow's rights, her
privilege of refust ug to submit without
protest to her <wn discomfiture and
humiliation. Ivcidentally, every dalry
maid who bhas tised the arts that would
overcome thb’buhfulneu of the most
beckward admirer extant knows that
the cow, IR the final analysis, has the
power to fnake her protests effective.

Thm;riculturn Department's ex-
pert, ceding that “each cow has an
indivFiuality,” expresses the hope that

the fime will come when a Jttle versa-
il on the part of the makers of
mifcing machines will meet the

e ergency by evolving a schema for
ercoming the eccentricities of the
yrshire, the Hereford, the Jersey and
<he unlabeled cow of the farm who
knows nothing except to glve milk,
when properly approached. All of
this scientific talk is Interesting and,
at times. diverting, but we fear the
American farmer will be slow to ac-
cept the Inventlons without first eon-
sulting the cow and obtaining her con-
sent,

The election of Dr. Harry Pratt
Judson to the presidency of the Unl-
versity of Chicago, which he has been
filling temporarily since the death of
President Harper, giving that lastito-
tion a permanént head, ls an event not
to be overlooked by the friends of edu-
cation in the great ceniral wesl. By
reason of its eandowment and ita lo-
cation, the University of Chicago Is
naturally destined to oceupy leading
place among weslern educational lo-
stitutiona. President Judson has been
